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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed on 5/24/201 0 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The broadly recited claim limitations of claims 1 and 9-1 1 , as explained in the prior 
Office Action, are read by Petropoulos in view of Ponte. In response to applicant's argument that Ponte does not teach the feature of 
"determining whether a query is commercial", the examiner disagrees. Petropoulos clearly discloses (i.e., in [0071]) the feature of 
determining whether a query is commercial or non-commercial. Furthermore, Ponte discloses (i.e., in col. 1 7, lines 40-64; col. 36, lines 39- 
col. 37, lines 42) the feature of matching a user's query for a particular location <i.e., geographic area> with a document term list. As 
discussed previously, the examiner has pointed out in the prior Office action that, while neither reference discloses all the claimed 
limitations singularly, Petropoulos recites a number of them and the remaining elements are taught by Ponte. The examiner holds that one 
of ordinary skill in the art would combine these features as explained previously. It should be noted that the test for obviousness is whether 
the combined teaching of the references would have suggested the combination to one of ordinary skill in the art, not whether each 
reference individually meets the each claimed limitation. Therefore, the argument based on each reference individually is not persuasive. 
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
